A MIDWIFE IN SOUTH ST. LOUIS. 


‘SPILLED GASOLINE ON HER 
DRESS AND IT WAS IGNITED 
BY THE STOVE. 


SHE RUSHED INTO THE YARD. 


Frantic Efforts Madé by Her Three 
Children to Tear the Burning 
Clothing Efom Her 
Body. 


Mrs. Helena Schwarm was fatally burned 
while lighting a gasoline stove Thursday 
morning. 

She was a widow, and lived at 2762 La Salle 
street with her three children, George, 
aged 24 years; Ida, aged 20, and Charles, 
aged 14. She was 4 years old and was 
well known in South St. Louis as a midwife. 

At 7 o’clock Thursday morning Mrs. 
Schwarm went inte the basement-kitchen 
of her house to prepare breakfast for her 
family. They used a gasoline stove, and 
Mrs. Schwarm discovered that the tank 
was empty. 

She filled the tank, and in doing so spilled 
some of the liquid upon her dress. 

Setting the can aside, she struck a match 
to light the stove. The gasoline which she 
had spilled down the front of her dress 
ignited, and in a second’s time she was a 
sheet of flame. 

The terrified woman lost her presence of 
mind, and ran upstairs and out into the 
rear yard. The draught she created by 
running blew the flames all the fiercer 
about her. 

She screamed and all three children ran 
from the house to her rescue. They man- 
aged, by sustaining painful ®urns them- 
selves, to tear away their mother’s flaming 
clothes. Mrs. Schwarm ‘was burned hprri- 
bly about the head and neck, while the low- 
er part of her body vw@ cooked almost to 
the bones. 

Charles Schwarm ran for medical aid, 
and Dr. Shanklin of 2734 Chouteau avenue 
and Dr. Pirtle of 2714 on the same block 
were called. They placed Mrs. Schwarm in 
bed, and enveloped her entire body in a 
bandage saturated with soothing lotions. 
They discovered that she had also inhaled 
the flames as they rose from her dress, and 
they were powerless to offset the injury al- 
ready done. 

They worked with her steadily for three 
hours until she died. Her death was agon- 
during the fight to keep her from burning 
alive or during the physicians’ efforts to 
save her afterwards.

the report of the Maine board does not precipitate it, the first step 
in the direction of intervention will. 

Here are the points of danger as public men in Washington 
discuss them to-day: 

1. Kecognition of Cuban independence, while not of itself an 
act of war, may be regarded as such by Spain and precipitate a 
conflict. 

“. A question of veracity between Spain and this country, as 
to the cause of the Maine explosion, may necessitate our demand 
for indemnity to be enforced with warships. 


3. The Spanish Government may honestly endeavor to avoid 
war, but may be forced to it, by fear of revolution if ta.: Ministry 
submits to what the people regard as a national humiliation. 

4. In the face of the many difficulties which confront the Span- 
ish Government, war with the United States may be the quickest 
way out, 


THE PRESIDENT WILL RECOMMEND 
RECOGNITION OF INDEPENDENCE. 


(From the Regular Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch.) 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The President has completed the first draft of a 
special message to Congress, recommending the recognition of Cuban independence. 
It was submitted to his closest advisers for suggestions and approval. This step 
will be taken independently of the Government’s action on the report of the Maine 
Board of Inquiry. But it can be positively stated that information has been placed in 
the President’s possession conclusively establishing the fact that the Maine was 
destroyed by the use of a torpedo. 

It is the President’s intention to send this message to Congress within the next 
two weeks at latest. 

The unqualified statement can be made that the President has determined to 
secure the independence of Cuba as the first step toward a basis of settlement 
between the United States and Spain. 

He will send a special message to Congress recommending the recognition of 
Cuba as an independent nation. 

In his message the President will suggest that the time has arrived when the 
United States should intervene and stay the devastating war of extermination now 
being waged in Cuba. 

In support of his suggestion he will submit’all the correspondence received 
from representatives of the United States in Cuba and at Madrid. 

The President has become convinced that the time has passed when the granting 
of belligerent rights to the insurgents will accomplish any beneficial results. He 
will recommend nothing less than absolute independence. 

This may bring war, but the step must be taken, even at risk of war. 

Senators and Representatives no longer express any doubt that the independ- 


ence of Cuba will be recognized in the immediate future. None of them, of course, 
know whether or not this will precipitate war with Spain. The general expecta- 


tion is that independence will be recognized within 30 days. 

The plan for the land invasion qi Cuba in case of war has been abandoned, 
owing to the fact that the unhealthy season there is near at hand. The intention is 
to provide the insurgents with an abundance of ammunition, weapons and heavy 
guns. They are expected to do the fighting in the interior while the naval forces 
blockade the seacoast points. 

The recognition of independence is of far more importance than that of grant- 
ing Delligerent rights. Such recognition of Cuba would entitle that republic to 
send a Minister to the United States and one would be sent there in return. Cuba 
would enjoy all the benefits, so far as this country is concerned, of a sovereign na- 
tion.

BOSSES HAVE CUT WAGE SCALE. 


AN EFFORT IS BEING MADE TO AF- 
FILIATE WITH BUILDING 
TRADES COUNCIL. 


CUT IS 15 CENTS AN HOUR. 


If the Bricklayers Can Get Into the 
Council It Will Mean ‘a Srrike 
| of All Building 
Trades, 


A labor strike that threatens to extend 
to every branch of building trades will be 
inaugurated April L 

On that day laboring men say that 1600 
or 1800 members of the bricklayers’ union 
will lay down their trowels. 

This step was decided upon after the re- 
cent manifesto of the boss bricklayers, 
that after the first of next month a cut in 
wages of 15 cents per hour will go into 
effect. This means a reduction from 55 


cents to 40 cents. 

The bricklayers are in open revolt, but all 
conferences have so far been vain, The 
bosses insist upon the cut, and intimate 
‘hat it will be forced with non-union labor if 
necessary. 

The new scale will first affect the laborers 
on the new Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co.'s 
building, at Twelfth and Washington ave- 
ue. 

"The brick work on this building has been 
awarded to the Kiel & Daues Bricklaying 
and Contracting Co., 2621 Clark avenue. 
The men have been notified by this firm 
that the work will be done at the new fig- 
ure. 

There seems to be but.one sentiment in 
the ranks of the laboring men, that is to 
resist by a strike. 

Whether this will solve the problem is a 
question in labor circles, owing to the 
practical isolation of the Bricklayers’ 
Union. The organization has no strong 
affiliations and it will be compelled, as 
things stand now, to wage the war single- 
handed. 

A determined effort will be made to secure 
a powerful ally by winning over the Build- 
ing Trades Council. In this federation are 
all the trades that work on a building, with 
the exception of the bricklayers. There has 
long been a feeling of resentment between 
members of the two organizations, the 
Trades Council people say, on account of 
the independent attitude of the 
bricklayers. Repeated efforts have 
been made to have the latter join the big 
body, but they have always held aloof and 
disdained all proffers of assistance. 

When the Building Trades Council had } 
its trouble a few weeks ago at the Columbia 
Theater and called its men off, the brick- 
jayers refused their sympathy and con- 
tinued at work. 

‘Some men say the time is now at hand 
for retaliation. Under the laws of the 
Council the members may work on any 
building that recognizes the trades affiliated 
with it. All differences with outside unions, 
the men say, are not their concern. 

It would be perfectly proper for them to 
work on the Brown building, they claim, 
even if its brick work was done by non-, 
union laborers. This fact is recognized by 
the icklayers, and is said to be the reasov 
for their sudden desire to come into the 
Council. 

It is estimated that 28,000 workmen in St: 
Louis hold cards of the Buildin Trade£ 
Council. If all resentment is smothered an ® 
the bricklayers welcomed to the organiza- 
tion a strike will mean the walking out ‘of 
30.000 workmen, for the secret of the Coun- 
cil’s strength is In the loyalty of its mem- 
bers. 

Unless there is a coming together of these 
two branches of union labor, serious conse- 
quences are not anticipated. 

It was declared Thursday that the brick- 
layers had determined upon a vigorous op- 
position to the cut and would strike wher- 
ever it is imposed. 

It is said that all the bosses are not in the 
combine to reduce wages, and it may be 
that the disaffection will be confined to cer- 
tain work. 

The three bricklayers’ unions will meet 
before the end of the month, when a plan 
of action will be agreed upon.

This afternoon 
Capt. Burke, her commander, had a lonz 
conference with Admiral Sicard at the Key 
West Hotel. After the conference he con- 
sented to be interviewed. 

“The Cordelia,” he said, “is on her way 
north to the fishing banks. We shall stop 
at Key West for three or four days, just 
in the same way that we shull stop at other 
Florida points, I don’t know anything about 
the Maine or thé war crisis, so I cannot 
discuss it.’’ 

A visit to the Cordelia rather knocks in 
‘the head some theories of boasted British 
discipline on board ship. There was an 
entire absence of the style and jauntiness 
of the ‘American jack tar. A number of 
junior officers were playing checkers on the 
deck and reclining in steamer chairs read- 
ing novels.

As it now stands, within three 
years, under the ordér of the board, all 
grammar and primary grade teachers will 
be receiving $1000 per annum, or from $100 
to $150 a year more than the maximum ob- 
tainable heretofore. In the same . three 
years the present differences in salary be- 
tween the grammar and pee grade 
teachers will be wiped out by the common 
maximum of $1000 to which all will be ap- 
preaching.

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SPAIN'S FOLLY. 


Spain has not improved her position by the suggestion of the 
recall of Consul-General Lee and the threat of the Havana au- 
thorities to expel American journalists. 

While Gen. Lee has shawn conspicuous courage, firmness 
and intelligence in the performance of his duty to his country 
he has.combined with these qualities singular discretion. In 
all the delicate tasks performed by the Consul-General with | 
friction and animosity on all sides, he has committed no 
blunders. 

Spain could, therefore, offer no ground for the suggestion of 
recall except that Lee had done his duty and had offended 
Spain by so doing, a contention go discreditable to Spain that 
she drew back from acting on her right of dismissal. 

So in the case of the American journa‘ists, The hostility of 
Spain was based upon the efforts of the correspondents to get 
and send out all the facts about the Maine. Sylvester Scovel] 
Was particularly distasteful to the Spanish authorities be- 
cause he had boldly sent to the Post-Dispatch and World 
the truth about the Maine and the gituation in Havana. Spain 
was in the position of a nation which objected to the publicity 
of facts, and she dared not accept the challenge of Mr. Scovel 
to point out a single departure from the truth and the legiti- 
mate work of a newspaper correspondent.

COSTLY TRANSPORTATION 


The New York Sun states that the railroads of this country 
expend in a year over $100,000,000 more than the total 
expenditure of the United States Government. This would 
make their expenditure over $465,000,000 a year. This does iad 
include nearly $250,000,000 interest on railroad bonds and stock 
and $89,000,000 dividends to stockholders. Adding these items 
ihe taal expenditure per year for transportation mounts up 
to $799,000,000, 

In order to be able to disburee this enormous sum, the rail. 
roids must first collect it from the people tn the shape of 
charges. liow costly the modern methods of transportation 
are may be e#een from the fMllowing comparisons for one year: 
20ital cost of United States Government ............. $365,000,000 
Total Wheat crop at $1 a bushel ...... sseessseesee.» 427,000,000 


Total value of horses, mules and cows seeveeeesesss. 863,000,000

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Total expenditure of the country for education....-- 184,000,000

Thus it seems we pay nearly twice the value of the wheat 
crop for railways; they cost twice ag much as the Federal 
Government; twice as much as the total value of our farm 
cattle and $600,000,000 more than our schools. 

This is an enormous taxing power exercised by a single in- 
dustry on the resources of the country. The comparison em- 
phasizes the necessity of compelling the railroads to make 
reasonable rates. Instead of charging “all that the traffic 
will bear,” the railroads must be brought to the just rule of 
charging the least that the work ean be done for.

THE AMERICAN PLATFORM. 


In the Post-Dispatch’s Washington correspondence yester- 
day it was stated that the necessity of intervention in Cuba 
Was generally recognized on, the broad ground of humanity, 
on the ground that Spain is powerless to crush the rebellion 
and the cause of menace and irritation must be removed and 
on the ground that the Maine’s destruction shows that the 
United States cannot with safety send a warship to Havana 
harbor to protect ‘the lives and interests of Americans. 

Thus every point urged by the Post-Dispatch as making the 
conditions in Cuba intolerable and her liberation inevitable is 
generally admitted as sound. . 

One other point urged by the Post-Dispatch the moment the 
proof of treachery in the Maine disaster was foreshadowed, 
that the only sufficient atonement for the crime would be the 
freedom of Cuba, is now universally accepted. 

This is what the final determination of the President to in. 
tervene means. This is what the unanimous vote of $50,000,000 
for national defense means. This is the platform upon which 
the people and the people’s representatives stand united. 

Cuba must be liberated peacefully if possible, through war if 
necessary. 
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The one conspicuous lesson for workingmen in the Latti- 
ner slaughter and the verdict of the jury acquitting the 
Sheriff and his deputies, is the wisdom of keeping within the 
law. When strikers go beyond the law and are disorderly 
they create an excuse for violence and even wanton.murder and 
supply a peg upon which a court and jury may hang a legal 
justification of unnecessary slaughter. Lawful agitation and 
the ballot box are the only wise and effective means of cor- 
recting evils in this country. 
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If the Consular reports were so terrible that the President 
had to eliminate parts of them lest their publication should 
result in the murder of the Consuls, how clear it makes his 
error of not carrying out the platform upon which he was 
elécted and acknowledging the independence of Cuba at once. 

We fought well in our wars with Great Britain and in our 
own great civil war, yet the pro-Spanish element at Washing- 
ton professes to fear that we could not successfully fight 
Spain, which has already been defeated by a few Cubans.

Federal Authorities Now Looking for 
a Trunk Load cf the ‘“‘Queer,”’ 
Said to Have Been Sert 
From «he Capital. 


By the “sweating” of two alleged coun- 
terfeiters, Thursday, was secured some 
startling information. 

The men, who gave their names as John 
Connor and Fred Monroe, arrested at 
Washington, Mo., Wednesday, claim that 
the negro who etcaped was the real cul- 
prit and that he had manufactured the 
stuff while an inmate of the penitentiary. 

He had. they claim, a box full of spuri- 
ous doliars and haif dollars and $3.75 In 
g00d money which he received from the 
penitentiary. 

His release occurred about two weeks 
ago, when the trio met, the white men 
claim. at the State capital. He had been 
a trusty for nine months and being allowed 
more liberty than the others, they say, he 
found time to make the ‘‘queer.’’ Connor 
and Monroe tell the same story as to this

The Government authorities are working 
on thia clue. Deputy United States Marshal 


Nall Thursday morning called at the offices 
of thé expreseé companies. 

It was learned that a package similar to 
the one described by the prisoners had 
been sent from Jefferson City and had been 
called for. 

There were several deliveries of packages 
in the vicinity of Randolph and Twenty- 
firet streets, and the names and addresses 
were furnished. United States Commis- 
sioner Gray issued four “‘alias’’ search war- 
rants and armed with these Deputy Mar- 
shal Ed Brennan and Secret Service Officer 
Guerney went out to find the mysterious 
package. 

It is also believed that the megro has by 
this time reached his home, and that he is 
in hiding therc. 

The authorities think that he is a dan- 
gerous “‘shover,’’ end much importance is 
attached to his arrest. 

As was stated in Wednesday’s Post-Dis- 

atch, he escaped from the Washington, 
Mo., authorities. Connors and Monroe say 
that they were arrested twice, once by the 
Sheriff at Pacific, Mo., where they were 
detained a short while, charged with beat- 
ing their way on the train. 

“The qarshal or whoever he was,"’ said 
Connor, “told us that we could fix things 
by paying him a dollar. All I had was a 
dime, Monroe had 60 cents, 50 cents of 
which was represented by a bad coin. The 
marshal took it and let us go. A little 
later he came chasing after us down the 
railroad track and nabbed us. 

“He had-heard, he said, that the marshal 
at Washington was after us, but it was 
hews to us.. The negro was a little ahead 
and got away. You see, we just met him at 
Jefferson City and he said he was going 
to St. Louls, too. I don’t know what he 
did at Washington, but he left suddenly, 
changing his penitentiary clothes and shoes. 

“We did not want him to travel with us. 
Where did Monroe get the counterfeit? 
from the negroe.” 

Connor claims that his home fa in New 
York City.

DR. THATCHER IN OPPOSITION, 


Will Contest the Proposed Use of the 
Mullanphy Fund. 


Dr. A. P. Thatcher, one of the direct Mul- 
lanphy heirs, is indignant at the report 
that the heirs are favorably inclined toward 
Mayor Ziegenhein’s proposition to build a 
new City Hospital with the Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief fund. R. Graham Frost 
and Mrs. Lindsay have signed the petition 
for the construction of the hospital. 

“Mr. Frost is a very emall part of the 
Mullanphy heirs,’ gaid Dr. Thatcher, “and 
I am surprised at Mrs. Lindsay’s abandon- 
ment of the agreement we reached at the 


former meeting of the family. The Mullan- 
phys never paid much attention to the 
Chambers branch of the relationship. 

“Mr. Mullanphy gave this city a splendid 
hospital once, but when he found it mis- 
managed he brought the Sisters here, and 
having taken the hospital away from the 
city gave it to them. He would turn over 
in his grave at the proposition to make 
another similar donation, when the cir- 
cumstances and conditions are even worse 
than durimg his lifetime. 

“Grandmother always deprecated family 
quarrels and gave up frequently to her re- 
lations when justice would have sustained 
her in opposition. Well, there is. ehough 
Mullanphy blood in me to fight, and I pro- 
pose to contest the diversion of the Emi- 
grant Relief Fund to a city hospital to the 
bitter end, if I have to do so alone. 

“The agreement of the heirs was that the 
fund might be used to establish a charity 
not otherwise provided for.

CONNECTIONS WITH THE WEST- 
ERN JOINT FREIGHT TRAF- 
FIC BUREAU LISSOLVED. 


The Missouri, Kansas & Texas road, which 
has given notice of its withdrawal from the 
Western Joint Freight Bureau, denies that 
the action taken is for any other reason 
than that the association has fallen short 
of the objects it set out to attain, and is in 
need of ‘reorganization. 

One of the leading officials of the road's 
freight department said Thursday morning 
that the recently discovered shortage of the 
treasurer of the association had nothing to 
do with the debilitated state of the bureau's 
affairs, 

The ‘“‘Katy” is the second member of the 
bureau to withdraw. Several days ago the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road gave 
its notice of withdrawal with a declination 
to be assessed any longer for the heavy 
expenses of the bureau. The C., M. & St. P. 
announced that it was willing to pay its 
proportion for the retention of one commis- 
sioner and one tariff clerk. As to the guar- 
antee for the payment of salaries of com- 
missioners, which extends to April 1, 1899, 
the C., M. & St. P. says it stands ready to 
pay its share, although it favors a com- 
promise on a cash basis at once. 

There is a rumor in railroad circles that 
other roads will follow the action of the 
‘*Katy’’ and C., M. & St. P., but those mem- 
bers of the bureau with headquarters in 8t. 
Louls declare they have not given euch a 
step any thought. These roads are the 
Wabash, the Frisco, the Burlington and the 
Missouri! Pacific. The Burlington especially 
disclaims any intention of leaving the bu- 
reau and proudly refers to its record of 
always being the last to withdraw from 
freight and passenger associations.

WERE DRIVING IN A FU- 
NERAL PROCESSION. 


Kitchen Stove—Locked Into 
the Room With the 
Flames. 


Three charred and disfigured little bodies 
were taken away from the City Hospital 
Thursday morning, the remains of the chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Comer, 3815 Clarence 
avenue. 

They had been burned beyond recognition 


and death had come to them after six hours 


of indescribable agony. 

William Comer is an engineer at the 
Union Stock Yards abattoir. Wednesday he 
and his wife determined to attend the 
funeral of a friend, Mrs. Ella Manion, late 
of 1615 Texas avenue. “They had lunch un- 
usually early, and made arrangements to 
leave the children in the house, locking all 
the rooms except the kitchen and telling 
the children they might play both in the 
kitchen and in a dismantled car in the yard, 
which was fitted up as a playhouse. There 
was some fire in the kitchen stove, and the 
little ones were told to add a little fuel oc- 
casionaliy, so it would not go entirely out. 
Tommy, aged 93, was sent back to school 


for the afternoon; Catherine, aged 2, was 
left in the care of a neighbor. The chil- 
dren in the house were Mamie, aged 7; 
Margaret, aged 6, and Patrick, aged 6. 

Neighbors saw the children during the 
afternoon playing about the yard and the 
carhouse, evidently in great enjoyment of 
their new-found freedom. It was nearly 3 
o'clock when agonizing screams were heard 
issuing from the home of the Comers. John 
F. Walsh of 4314 San Francisco avenue ran 
to the house and tried the kitchen door. It 
was locked. He burst it open and found 
the three little ones on the floor, their 
clothing burned almost entirely from their 


bodies, and their itiful cries well-ni 
hushed in death.
